For kissing a German woman a 


Fayette county soldier with the Army 
of Occupation in Germany was sen- 
tenced to 30 daye in the guardhouse. 
For escaping from his place of con- 
finement and repeating the act he was 
given an additional HO days, according 
to a letter received from the soldier, 
Private Joseph E. Coleman of Repub- 
lic, member of Company G, 39th In- 
fantry, which is stationed at Coblenz. 


According to the private he waHced 


into a restaurant after taking a drink. 
While there his attention WHS attract- 
ed by a "beautiful" German woman. 
Also her attention was drawn to him, 
according to tbe story, and she put 
her arms about him and hugged and 
kiissed him. In the words of the let- 
ter, "she dove for my lips like a 
hungry hawk after a chicken. I never 
expect to get any more kisses like - 
them." 


"At first," says the private, "1 fell 


shocked. Then, knowing she was an 
enemy, I started a counter attack. We 
were caressing and hugging when a 
military policeman touched me on the 
shoulder and said, 'Come along now 
soldier.'" 


Coleman eaid he was given 30 days 


to the guardhouse for "fraternizing 
with the enemy." After several days' 
confinement 4he became restJe&s and 
while sitting'm a window he fell out.
